of  the  Superintendent  be  printed  and  circu¬ 
lated. 

To  the  Committee  of  Visitors 
Gentlemen, 

The  year  i860  did  not,  in  any  part  of  it, 
bode  well  to  perfons  in  failing  health.  It  will 
not  be  expe&ed  that  its  deficiency  of  Light, 
Warmth,  and  Drynefs  of  atmofphere,  and  its 
Gloom  had  other  than  a  deprefling  influence  on 
the  unfortunate  and  decrepid  clafs  of  persons 
who  are  in  this  Afylum  for  care  and  treatment. 
It  may  be  said  to  be  the  accident  of  the  year

fubmit  to  the  Committee  of  Vifitors,  at  their  firft  Meeting  after  the  Oxfordfhire 
Epiphany  Quarter  Seffions  annually,  a  Report  in  writing,  of  the  general  condition 
of  the  Afylum,  and  the  number  and  character  of  the  Patients  5  diftinguifhing  the 
numbers  who  have  been  received  and  difcharged  as  cured ;  the  number  of  re-ad- 
miflions  5  the  number  employed,  and  in  what  manner  5  the  deaths  which  have 
occurred  in  the  preceding  year,  and  alfo  the  total  number  of  difcharges,  cures, 
and  deaths  fince  the  opening  of  the  Inftitution,  and  fpecifying  the  fexes  in  each 
flatement  j  with  fuch  other  fadls  as  the  Superintendent  may  think  defirable,  or 
which  the  Vifitors  may  have  fuggefted. 
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that  it  was  unfavorable  ;  its  refults  will  then 
bear  the  analyfis  which  the  Vifitors  require  of 
the  Health  and  condition  of  the  Afylum  in  each 
year.  What  is  unfavorable  in  this  Report,  is 
attributable  to  other  caufes  than  the  want  of  due 
care  and  attention  to  the  ftate  of  its  Inmates. 

The  number  of  Patients  received  this  year 
(70  Males,  and  75  Females,  Total  145,)  has 
been  exceeded  in  one  former  year  only.  Of 
this  number  the  proportion  re-admitted  within 
12  months  of  their  difcharge,  (being  18  in  i860, 
to  9  in  1859  >  7  m  ^58  ;  and  10  in  1857,)  is 
unufually  large. 

In  the  firfl:  half  of  the  year,  the  increafe  in 
the  number  of  Patients  in  the  Afylum  revived 
the  queftion  of  the  continued  sufficiency  of  acco¬ 
modation.  The  Vifitors  again  accepted  accomo¬ 
dation  in  the  Buckinghamfhire  Afylum  at  Stone, 
and  fix  Male  and  fix  Female  Patients  have  been 
fent  to  that  Afylum  in  addition  to  the  twelve 
who  had  been  removed  to  it  in  the  previous 
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year.  They  have  been  reported  of  on  feveral 
occafions,  and  have  been  vifited  in  the  courfe  of 
the  year.  They  continue  to  be  in  a  fatisfadlory 
iTate  of  health,  and  are  well  cared  for.  There 
has  been  no  death  in  their  number ;  and  there  is 
no  complaint  of  any  difference  in  their  diet,  or 
treatment.  In  one  inftance  the  friends  of  a 
Patient  complained  that  they  were  inconveni¬ 
enced  by  the  Patient  being  at  Stone ;  that  they 
attended  the  Oxford  Market  and  could  therefore 
eafily  vifit  their  Sifter  in  the  Littlemore  Afylum, 
but  that  they  could  not,  as  long  as  fhe  was  at 
Stone,  pay  her  the  attention  they  had  been  ac- 
cuftomed  to,  and  defired.  By  an  early  arrange¬ 
ment  fhe  was  exchanged,  and  brought  back  to 
Littlemore.  She  was  in  good  health  and  con¬ 
dition.  Her  friends  had  diftindlly  ftated  that  no 
complaint  could  be  made  of  her  care  and  treat¬ 
ment  ;  and  her  appearance  and  condudt  confirm¬ 
ed  that  ftatement. 

There  has  been  anxiety  throughout  the  year, 
as  regards  the  large  number  of  Patients  in  the 
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Afylum  ;  and  attention  has  willingly  been  paid 
to  the  application  of  friends,  who  could  take  any 
adequate  care  of  them  at  home.  '  The  number 
who  have  been  confequently  difcharged  is  not 
great ;  but  it  contributes  to  make  the  whole 
number  of  Difcharges  as  great  as  in  former  years, 
(being  Males  31,  Females  40  :  Total  71.) 

Four  Patients  have  efcaped,  and  were  abfent 
from  the  Afylum  one  night  or  more.  One  of 
them  having  reached  his  home,  intentionally 
abfented  himfelf  from  it  until  the  1 4  days 
allowed  for  his  re-capture,  had  expired.  He  has 
been  again  fent  to  the  Afylum  after  a  frefh  en¬ 
quiry  into  the  ftate  of  his  mind.  Two  of  them 
reached  their  homes,  and  were  brought  back  on 
the  third  day.  The  other  (who  efcaped  over 
night,)  was  brought  back  in  the  morning.  The 
Patients  in  no  cafe  received  any  injury. 

The  mortality  of  the  year  has  been  its  mod: 
important  feature.  The  number  of  deaths,  (29 
of  Male  and  39  of  Female  Patients,  Total  68,) 
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is  the  higheft  both  in  amount,  and  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  Inmates  of  the  Afylum,  which 
has  hitherto  occurred  in  the  courfe  of  one  year. 
It  had  always  previoufly  happened  that  the  pro¬ 
portionate  mortality  amongft  the  Female  Patients 
was  lower  than  among  the  Men.  In  the  paft 
year  the  deaths  on  the  Male  fide  of  the  Afylum 
have  been  at  the  rate  of  io  per  cent,  on  the 
whole  number  of  Male  Patients ;  and  on  the 
Female  fide  1 1  per  cent.  Of  the  Patients  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  Afylum  in  the  firft  ten  years  from 
its  opening,  20  have  died  in  the  year ;  of  whom 
3  were  Males  and  17  Females.  It  may  therefore 
be  prefumed  that  the  mortality  of  the  paft  year 
was  occafioned  by  accumulation  of  weaknefs  in 
a  particular  clafs  of  Patients,  and  not  by  a  low 
condition  of  health  in  the  Patients  generally.  It 
is  alfo  worthy  of  notice  that  as  many  as  24  of 
the  deceafed  were  subjefl:  to  Epilepfy  ;  and  that, 
of  the  admifiions  of  the  year,  1 9  were  known  to 
be  so  afflicfted.  One  Patient  only,  (a  Female,) 
died  by  Afphyxia  occafioned  by  her  turning  on 
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her  face  in  a  fit.  It  is  the  only  cafe  in  which  a 
Coroner’s  Inqueft  was  held  in  the  year. 

It  has  happened,  as  in  other  years,  that  fome 
Patients  have  been  fent  to  the  Afylum  in  a  more 
advanced  ftate  of  difeafe  than  would  have  been 
the  cafe  if  the  Authorities  had  been  fooner  made 
cognifant  of  their  condition.  Alfo,  in  the  courfe 
of  the  year.  Patients  have  died  after  fuch  fhort 
intervals  from  the  time  of  their  admiffion  as  6 
hours,  30  hours,  4  days,  5  days,  7  days,  and 
16  days. 

The  moft  important  accidents  which  have 
occurred,  are  as  follows  :  A  Male  Patient,  (who 
afsumed  that  he  had  been  long  dead,  that  his 
perfon  had  no  feeling,  that  it  was  a  bundle  of 
rags,  and  only  fit  to  be  thrown  away  or  fwept 
into  the  fire  and  burned,)  habitually  threw  him- 
felf  about  with  liftlefsnefs  and  carelefsly.  In  that 
manner  he  fell  upon  the  ground  and  produced  a 
diflocation  of  the  fhoulder.  He  had  no  objec¬ 
tion  to  lie  in  bed,  and  his  injury  was  treated

without  difficulty.  Another  Male  Patient,  (an 
Idiot,)  flow  and  inactive,  received  a  pufh  from  a 
Patient  while  coming  down  flairs  ;  he  fell  for¬ 
ward  on  his  flioulder,  and  had  fradlure  with 
diflocation.  He  fuffered  very  little  from  the 
bruife  and  inflammation,  and  his  injury  became 
eafily  manageable.  And  two  Female  Epileptic 
Patients  received  fractures  of  the  clavicle  by 
falling  in  Fits.  In  the  cafe  of  the  Patient  who 
fell  down  flairs,  the  attendant  in  charge  did  not 
himfelf  see  to  the  extent  of  injury  but  allowed 
other  Patients  to  attend  to  him  and  put  him  to 
bed.  On  the  negledt  being  brought  home  to 
him  he  tendered  his  refignation  and  was  al¬ 
lowed  to  quit  the  service. 


There  is  great  liability  to  accidents  in  Afylums, 
and  very  great  liability  to  an  exafperated  ftate  of 
feeling  on  the  part  of  Patients  who  are  partially 
of  sound  mind.  It  is  probable  that  the  conftraint, 
the  afsociations,  and  the  afsumed  injuftice  of 
their  confinement  is  felt  in  proportion  to  the 
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ability  of  the  mind  to  refent  it.  The  liability  to 
irritation  of  temper  and  refentment  in  Male 
Patients  is  out  of  proportion  to  their  ability  to 
temper  their  feeling  of  juftice  to  others.  The 
evidence  of  Patients,  when  free  from  irritation 
or  excitement,  is  often  accurate ;  on  the  other 
hand  it  is  liable  to  be  given  as  under  a  fense  of 
injury  received  from  the  Attendants  who  are  the 
agents  of  conftraint.  The  public  mind  has  re¬ 
cently  been  aroused  by  the  occurrence  of  an 
appalling  injury  to  a  Patient  in  a  County  Asy¬ 
lum.  The  imputed  Death  of  a  Patient  from 
the  deliberate  violence  of  two  Attendants,  is 
more  than  I  can  believe,  on  the  evidence  given. 
It  appears  to  me  that  among  the  many  liabilities 
of  Refadlory  Ward  management,  others  exift 
befides  the  improbabilities  that  have  taken  pro¬ 
minence.  There  is  no  improbability  in  the 
occurrence  of  irritated  and  angry  feelings,  actions, 
and  words  between  the  Patients  and  the  Atten¬ 
dants.  The  improbability  of  the  Attendants 
breaking  bone  after  bone  by  succeffive  blows,  is 
as  great  as  that  there  should  be  no  bruise,  and 


that  the  death  of  the  Patient  would  not  be  the 
immediate  consequence.  There  is  liability  to 
injury  in  a  ftruggle,  which  none  of  the  parties 
concerned  could  contemplate  ;  of  the  Attendant 
miscalling  collapfe  an  Epileptic  Fit,  while  his 
experience  gives  him  no  fore-fight  or  explana¬ 
tion  of  the  peculiar  injury  inflicted  although  the 
immediate  precurfor  of  Death.  The  fright  of 
the  occurrence  and  the  ufe  of  the  expreffion 
“  Epilepfy  ”  might  fuggeft  the  fuppreffion  of 
evidence  which  would  involve  moft  fevere 
punifhment.  It  appears  to  me  that  there  is 
liability  to  the  recurrence  of  ferious  injuries  by 
the  umpremeditated  concurrence  of  two  ftrong 
Attendants  on  a  Patient — producing  what  is 
termed  a  jamb.  The  Proverb  that  “Two 
upon  one  will  kill  a  poor  man  ”  although 
proverbially  true,  and  practically  acknowledged 
in  the  submiffion  which  the  Patient  almost 
invariably  gives  to  two  Attendants,  is  not  always 
prefent  to  their  minds.  A  correCt  knowledge 
of  the  dangerous  power  of  combined  force  will 
not  be  current  in  Afylums,  unless  it  is  recognifed 


in  such  occurrences  as  that  at  the  Colney  Hatch 
Afylum.  The  remedy  is  in  forbearance  from 
imputing  malice  except  on  very  sufficient 
evidence,  and  in  promoting  the  inquiry  into  all 
the  circumftances  under  which  the  violence 
occurred,  independently  of  the  difpofition  to 
punifh. 


The  ordinary  syftem  of  management  of 
Patients  by  occupation,  has  been  followed  in  the 
Littlemore  Afylum  during  the  past  year,  as  far 
as  practicable ;  but  the  seafon  was  so  unfavor¬ 
able  for  out  door  employment  that  little  can  be 
said  of  the  aggregate  of  work  effected.  It  has 
been  of  the  fame  character  as  in  former  years. 
If  we  are  favored  with  a  dry  feafon  it  is 
probable  that  the  clafs  of  work  on  which  the 
Patients  have  been  so  long  occupied,  will  be 
nearly  completed  in  the  year  now  current. 

The  Statistical  Tables  regarding  the  Patients 
in  the  Afylum,  and  the  Annual  Accounts 
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prepared  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Afylum, 
appended.
